Jiam  Lincoln. 

Lincoln  had  a  way  of  putting  into  a  few 
words  the  most  comprehensive  truths.  There 
is  in  the  observation  here  quoted  a  broadly  in- 
clusive creed  of  personal  behavior.  In  sub- 
stance it  is  like  Shakespeare's  "To  thyself  be 
true  and  thou  canst  not  then  be  false  to  any 
man."  Whether  in  his  addresses,  his  state 
papers,  his  letters  or  his  recorded  comments, 
Lincoln  adhered  to  plain,  understandable  lan- 
guage, having  no  flair  for  the  oratorical  or 
rhetorical,  yet  prevailing  by  the  sheer  force 
of  simplicity  and  reason.  In  those  things  that 
set  standards  of  character,  of  conduct  and 
duty,  Ms  mature  life  was  in  itself  a  sort  of 
.creed.  There  was  a  grandeur  in  his  homely 
philosophy  as  there  was  a  nobility  in  his 
angular  figure  and  features  and  his  somber 
countenance.  The  greatness  of  the  man  has 
grown  with  the  years,  with  the  recurrences  of 
the  anniversary  that  is  celebrated  today. 

In  last  Sunday's  Star  a  staff  correspondent 
retraced  the  steps  of  Lincoln  in  his  visit  to 
Kansas  in  1860.  The  narrative  was  a  reveal- 
ing story  of  the  man  who  soon  was  to  receive 
a  presidential  nomination  and  to  be  the  first 
Republican  President.  He  came  to  Kansas 
without  great  prestige,  but  he  left  enduring 
memories  for  the  manner  in  which  he  dis- 
cussed the  great  issues  of  the  hour,  the  way 
he  met  the  people,  the  way  he  adapted  him- 
self to  time  and  occasion  with  unfailing  un- 
derstanding. 

Legend  has  enlarged  upon  the  life  of  Lin- 
coln. No  man  ever  needed  such  enlargement 
less.  His  career  was  at  once  romantic,  graphic 
and  dramatic,  marking  the  advent  and  pass- 
ing of  one  of  the  greatest  figures  in  all  his- 
tory, a  figure  sometimes  mystical,  but  more 
often  revealing  itself  in  gentle  intimacy  to 
the  better,  nobler  natures  of  the  human 
family.  A  people  that  has  produced  a  Lin- 
coln should  be  a  people  proud  of  its  product 
and  forever  influenced  by  his  example.
